The applicant argued that there is no suggestion to combine reference Sharma-Daude-Garrett.The examiner disagree and in response to 
applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be 
established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill 
in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case,the person having ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to do so, inorder to provide secure communiction 
among multiple network devices. The applicant also argued that the combination of Sharma-Daude-Garrett do not disclose or suggest that
